Narberth and Manoa 
Launch Title Series 



Craig and Cantwell 

Resume Pitching 
, Feud Sunday 

Narberth and Manoa at long 
last wili get down to the serious 
business of settling the Main Line 
Baseball League championship 
Sunday when they clash in the 
first same of a five-game final 
playoff series at Community Field, 
Narberth. 

These two red-hot rivals will 
set two records when they answer 
the umpire's "Play Ball" call at 
3 P. M. as they will be meeting in 
the local "world series" for the 
fourth time, and for the third 
year in a row, feats that no two 
other foes have been able to real- 
ize since the playoffs were first 
inaugurated in 1918. 

Their presence in the title play 
Is a triumph for form, but their 
meeting was delayed by a persist- 
ent Brookline team which extend- 
ed Manoa to five games in the 
preliminary playoffs before the 
Chicks triumphed, 5-0, behind 
Walt Cantwell's two-hit pitching 
in the final game last Sunday. 
Narberth took thyee straight from 
Bartram in its prelim test and 
was quite irked at being held up 
by Manoa's inability to dispose of 
the Hares. 

Narberth would be an over- 
whelming favorite were it not for 
the fact that it has participated 
in only two exhibition games in 
the last four weeks and its sup- 
porters believe the team may have 
lost its edge. The boroughites fin- 
ished the regular season in first 
place, they have a team batting 
average of .285 compared to Ma- 
noa's .245 and, considered most 
important, they boast the league's 
ace pitcher and most valuable 
plaver in slim Jim Craig, 

However, few expect the series 
to be the runaway it was last 
* year when Craig hurled Narberth 
to three straight victories in end- 
ing Manoa's two year reign as 
champion. Gene Davis, Narberth 
manager who will be gunning for 
his tenth pennant, echoes popular 
opinion when he says: "It'll be a 
close series. We're not so strong 
as last year while Manoa is im- 
proved. Manoa will go into the

Here is part of a letter written 
by one of our Narberth boys who 
was in the "Victory Parade" in 
Paris: , , 

"Although the 'Victory Parade' 
in Paris is weeks old, I'm still a 
bit dazed over the tremendous re- 
ception the French people gave us. 
It was the most wonderful sight 
I ever saw and probably ever will 
see. The people went literally mad 
over us. 

"It wasn't the magnitude of the 
parade that impressed me so much 
— it was the manner in which they 
received us. Honestly, I just don't 
know how to describe it — they 
were all crying with joy. 

"At one point we were forced to 
stop our jeep in order to prevent 
running over the people. They 
showered us with kisses, flowers, 
fruit, wine, etc. As I looked at the 
sea of faces. I could see tears in 
everybody's eyes. 

"One little old lady managed to 
fight her way to us, and as she 
approached our car she threw her 
arms around me and kissed me. I 
could feel her tears running down 
my face. 'We waited such a long 
time', she said. 'You've come at 
last, thank God'. I had a devil of 
a time to keep the lump down. I 
could have cried on her shoulder 
right then and there. 

"Why is it that all the old wom- 
en go for me — I was a bit envious 
when I saw all the pretty girls 
kissing our other boys. But I sup- 
pose you can't have everything — 
both. money and looks. 

"Nothing in the town was too 
good for us. Unfortunately we were 
there only for the parade and then 
had to push right on again. How- 
ever, I did manage to get a few- 
moments off, so I ran into one of 
the smart shops on the 'Rue de la 
Paix' to buy a few gifts. I hope 
you like yours. 

"I've read a lot of the beauty of 
Paris and its women. I used to 
think that they exaggerated it a 
bit. But after seeing it I doubt 
whether they've said enough about 
it. Without a doubt its the most 
beautiful city I've ever seen. 

"As we were entering the city I 
witnessed an interesting sight. The 
F. F. I. (Free French) were march- 
ing three French women collabora- 
tors through a small village. Their 
hair was completely cut off and a 
large swastika was either painted 
or branded on top of their heads. 
They were pitiful looking sights. 

"There are a lot of other things 
I've seen that I'm not free to write 
about — besides its getting awfully 
dark so I'll have to close and get 
back into my little hole for the 
night. Goodnight and God bless 
you."

Hold Founders Day 



Old Welsh Bible Will 
Be Read By Rev. 
O. R. William s 

Once again the Merion Friends 
Meeting at Meeting House Lane 
and Montgomery Ave., Merion, is 
inviting its friends and neighbors 
to attend its annual Founder's 
Day exercises on Sunday at 3 
P. M. 

It is one of the few buildings 
still standing in Pennsylvania 
which is associated with William 
Penn. Ancient tradition insists 
that when he spoke within these 
walls, many of the people could 
not understand him because he 
spoke in English. The early set- 
tlers of Merion were Welsh, but 
many of them spoke both lan- 
guages. 

This Founders Day commem- 
orates the Welsh Friends' land 
purchase from Penn September 
16-17, 1681 (O. S.). However in 
view of the fact that October 
1944 is the 300th anniversary of 
the birth of Pennsylvania's 
Founder, Merion Meeting will 
have as the principal speaker the 



Haviland. The Rev. O. R. Wil 
liams of the Welsh Presbyterian 
Church of Philadelphia will read 
the old Welsh Bible that comes 
down from the early days of the 
community and was presented to 
Merion Meeting last year by 
Thomas E. Wynne. 

The audience will hear several 
violin selections by Dr. Thaddeus 
Rich. Group singing will be led 
by Mrs. Marion Williams Walker. 
Samuel J. Bunting, Jr., in presid- 
ing will make a few remarks on 
the connection of Penn and the 
Welsh in Merion (or Meirion as 
they spelled it). 

After the meeting tea will be 
served.

LOWER MERION SHOWS PROMISE 
IN BEATING WEST PHILLY, 12-6; 
SEEKS SECOND VICTORY AT CHESTER 



Lower Merion High School does- 
n't have the powerhouse football 
team of last season, but the 1944 
model turned out by Coach Dick 
Mattis won't have to make ex- 
cuses to its followers. 

That was quite evident as the 
Maroon opened the season with 
a 12-6 victory over West Phila- 
delphia High before 6,000 at Pen- 
nypacker Field last Saturday. 
Lacking the finess and' tremen- 
dous power of last year's cham- 
pionship team, the Maroon none- 
theless showed plenty of promise 
and revealed enough of punch to 
warrant it being the choice/over 
Chester High in this Saturday's 
game at P. M. C. stadium. Chester. 

Lower Merion, packing lots of 
brawn, was most impressive on 
the defense, with Captain Stu 
Young, at guard; tackle Harry 
Nason and end Bill West being 
outstanding on a line that prom- 
ises to develop into as strong a 
forward wall as any L. M. has 
ever produced. The raw material 
is' there. All lt needs is experience. 
In fact, one got the impression 
the entire team is one that will 
improve and become stronger with 
each passing game. 

The backfield looked mediocre 
although sophomore Pete DIFillpo 
showed plenty of promise as a ball 



toter. Most encouraging was that 
when the team needed the punch 
it was there. A forward double- 
lateral pass play that turned the 
tide toward the Maroon hi the 
opening minutes of the second 
half was as pretty a play as you'd 
hope to see in any game. 

Perry Scott fired the forward 13 
yards to West, who in turn later- 
ailed to Fred Raker cutting across 
behind the line of scrimmage and 
Raker tossed the ball out to fleet 
DIFillpo who raced to the 35 be- 
fore being brought down. The 
play ate up 22 yards in all. 

A few moments later, Scott toss- 
ed a pogo-pass down the middle 
19 yards to West, who made the 
catch behind the West Philly se- 
condary and ran unhindered 10 
yards for the season's first touch- 
down. 

West Philly stormed right back, 
knecking off 50 yards in six plays 
to tie the score, Jimmy Crossmore. 
peppery quarterback, running 41 
yards around end for the touch- 
down. Center Al Wilson blocked 
Crossmore's attempted placement 
for the extra point. 

Low£r Merion then proved its 
real mettle by marching 68 yards 
in five plays for the winning 
touchdown in the fourth quarter. 
A 15 -yard penalty for unnecessary 
roughness helped the Maroon on 



this advance, which was capped 
by DiFilipo's 12-yard dash around 
end into touchdown land. 

When Lower Merion travels to 
Chester Saturday it will be seek- 
ing its 19th consecutive victory 
and will be endeavoring to remain 
unbeaten ill its 21st game in a row 
over a three year period. 

Chester, which was beaten 45-6 
by the Maroon last year, figures to 
be on the rebound a.s it lost its 
opener to Ridley Township, 14-7. 
Incidentally, the latter is supposed 
to have one of the strongest teams 
in Delaware County. Ridley rolled 
up eight touchdowns In a recent 
scrimmage with Lower Merion's 
second and third stringers.

State To Conduct 
Magistrate School 

J. P.'s WilfReceive 
Certificates After 
Completing Course 

Justices of the Peace in Mont- 
gomery County went back to school 
Monday night. 

Four magistrates from the Mam 
Line are attending the school : 

Magistrates Otto Duer and Vin- 
cent Colelli from Narberth Bor- 
ough and Magistrates Franklin P. 
Kromer and Walter B. Lownes- 
from Lower Merion Township. 

After a two years postponement 
due to the war the school this 
year is being conducted by the 
State Department of Public In- 
struction. The plan was inaug- 
urated when Magistrate Lownes 
was president of the Montgomery 
County Justice of the Peace As- 
sociation and instruction was 
given by Raymond Pearlstine, soli- 
citor for the association. 

The State school will be con- 
ducted by Paul P. Wisler, deputy 
attorney general of the Common- 
wealth. 

The school will consist of 72 
hours of instruction and extend 
over a period of 12 weeks. Ses- 
sions of three hours each will be 
held on Monday and Thursday 
from 7 to 10 P. M. in Court Room 
D at the Montgomery County 
Court House in Norristown. Con- 
cluding session of the school will 
be December 14. 

At the conclusion of the course 
each magistrate who passes a test 
will be given a certificate by the 
State Department of Public In- 
struction. 

In general the instruction will 
acquaint magistrates with respon- 
sibilities of the office of justice of 
the peace and the correct legal 
procedure to be followed in con- 
ducting the office. 

Lightest Building Year 
Since World War I 

Lower Merion Township has 
had the lightest eight months in 
building construction since the 
last World War. 

From January to the end of 
August 287 permits issued by the 
building department only amount- 
ed to $213,990. This is a decrease 
same eight months last vear. 

Most of the permits were issued 
for repairs and alterations. 

During August 52 permits were 
issued at a cost of $35,851 to 
compare with 49 permits issued in 
August, 1943. at a cost of $75,359.

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Ernie Pyle at the Front 

Paris Far From Starvation But 
Needed Real Coffee and Cigarets 

Ernie Says People Were Well-Dressed and ' 
Prices Terrific; Says Germans Were Arrogant 
And French Only Tolerated Them 

(EDITOR'S NOTE: Although Ernie Pyle is vow in Eiigland and 
headed home for a much-needed rest after turn and one-half years on 
the fighting front— this column was written oefore he left France.) 

By ERNIE PYLE 

Paris — Eating has been skimpy in Paris through the four years 
of German occupation, but reports that people were on the verge of 
starvation apparently were untrue. 

The country people of Normandy all seemed so healthy and well 
fed that we said all along: "Well, country people always fare best, 
but just wait till we get to Paris. We'll see real suffering there." 

Of course the people of Paris have suffered during these four 
years of darkness. But I don't believe they have suffered as much 
physically as we had thought. 

Certainly they don't look bedraggled and gaunt and pitiful, as the 
people of Italy did. In fact they look to me just the way you would 
expect them to look in normal times. 

However, the last three weeks before the liberation really were 
rough. For the Germans, sensing that their withdrawal was inevit- 
able, began taking everything for themselves. 

There is very little food in Paris right now. The restaurants either 
are closed or serve only the barest meals — coffee and sandwiches. And 
the "national coffee," as they call it, is made from barley and is. about 
the vilest stuff you ever tasted. France has had nothing else for four 
years. 

If you were to take a Poll on what the average Parisian most 
wants in the way of little things, you would probably find that he 
wants real coffee, soap, gasoline and cigarets. 
* * « 

Eating is the biggest problem right now for us correspondents. 
The army hasn't yet set up a mess. We can't even get our rations 
cooked in our hotel kitchens, on account of the gas shortage. 

So we just eatr cold K-rations and 10-in-l rations in our rooms. 
For two days most of us were so busy we didn't eat at all, and on the 
morning after the liberation of Paris some of the correspondents 
were actually so weak from not eating that they could hardly navi- 
gate. 

But the food situation should be relieved within a few days. The 
army is bringing in 3,000 tons of food right, away for the Parisians. 
That is only about two pounds per person, but it will help. 

In little towns only 10 miles from Paris you can get rggs 
and wonderful dinners of meat and noodles. Food does exist, and

The first concrete move toward 
the formation of a scholastic foot- 
ball conference in the suburbs was 
initiated Monday night at the an- 
nual meeting of the Phila. Subur- 
ban High School Athletic Associ- 
ation at Upper Darby. The asso- 
ciation granted permission to a 
group of coaches, headed by Dick 
Mattis of Lower Merion. to organ- 
ize a grid loop within the associa- 
tion.

The schools that met to discuss 
the possibility of organizing for 
football included the 'Big Six - — 
Lower Morion, Haverford. Upper 
Darby. Abington. Cheltenham and 
Radnor — plus Chester and Norris- 
town. These are among the larg- 
est schools in the suburbs and are 
natural rivals and the logical nuc- 
leus of any grid loop. 

* * * 

Upper Darby was the only 
school that definitely voted 
against formation of a league. 
Wilbur (Dutch) Lehman. Chel- 
tenham coach, talked strongly 
against it but refused to vote 
one way or the other when the 
time came. Radnor was luke- 
warm and likewise did not vote 
on the question. 

* * • 

Lower Merion. Haverford and 
Abington supported the idea en- 
thusiastically and Chester and 
Norristown indicated they were for 
a loop but that permission would 
first have to be given by their re- 
spective principals before they 
went on record. 

* * * 

Upper Darby's stand against 
the proposed league is surprising 
in that the Royals are one of the 
schools that recently appointed a 
publicity director so that its 
teams, and espepcially football, 
would receive more attention in 
the city and local press. Member- 
ship in a league such as is planned 
would help greatly toward that 
end. 

* * * 

Actually there is a sharp di- 
vision of opinion on the league 
at Upper Darby. Coach Carlcton 
Mefort is definitely in favor of 
the league and Principal Nan- 
carrow is reported as 'interest- 
ed'. But veteran athletic director 
Tom Milne and Superintendent 
of Schools, John J. Tyson, are 
strongly opposed. Milne led most 
of the opposition at Monday's 
meetings, claiming it would put 
too much pressure on the 
schools and boys and that he 
personally was against it be- 
cause a league "would mean 
more work for him." 

* * • 

Another reason for Upper Dar- 
by's stand is the proposal to in- 
clude Norristown in the setup. 
Upper Darby broke football rela- 
tions with the Eagles during a 
little rumpus down at Memorial 
Field a few years ago and appar- 
ently has no desire to mend same, 
even though the two schools have 
had no difficulty maintaining re- 
lations in other sports. 

* * • 

It is interesting to note that 
when the 'Big Six' coaches met 
informally four years ago with the 
idea of forming a permanent or- 
ganization, Upper Darby was sup- 
posedly against same because it 
"■might offend, the Norristown 
principal". Norristown was not 
included in the proposed football 
setup at that time because it play- 
ed but one of the Interested teams. 
Today Norristown plays not only 
Lower Merion but Haverford, Ab- 
ington and Chester and has indi- 
cated it would play the other 
members of a league if one were 
formed.

While Lehman was outspok- 
en against the league because of 
Cheltenham's current de*tem-

now that transportation is open again Paris should be eating* 
soon. 

* * * 

Autos were almost nonexistent on the streets of Paris when we 
arrived. That first day we met an English girl who had been here 
throughout the war, and we drove her for some distance in our jeep. 
She was as excited as a child, and said that was her first ride in a 
motorcar in four years. We told her that it wasn't a motorcar, that 
it was a jeep, but she said it was a motorcar to her. 

Outside of war vehicles, a few French civilian cars were running 
when we arrived but they were all in official use in the fighting. All of 
these had "FFT" (French Forces of the Interior) painted in rough 

white letters on the fenders, tops and sides. 

* * * 

Although it appears that the Germans did conduct them- 
selves fairly properly up until the last few weeks, the French 
really detest them. One woman told me that for the first three 
weeks of the occupation the Germans were fine but that then 
they turned arrogant. The people of Paris simply tolerated them 
and nothing more. . 

The Germans did perpetrate medieval barbarities against lead- 
ers of the resistance movement as their plight became more and more 
desperate. But what I'm driving at is that the bulk of the population 
of Paris— the average guy who just get along no matter who is here— 
didn't really fare too badly from day to day. It was just the things 
they heard about and the fact of being under a bullheaded and ar- 
rogant thumb, that created the smoldering hatred for the Germans 
in the average Parisian's heart. 

You can get an idea how they feel from a little incident that oc- 
curred the first night we were here. _ 

We put up at a little family sort of hotel in Montparnasse. The 
landlady took us up to show us our rooms. A cute little French maid 
came along with her. 

As we were looking around the room the landlady opened a waid- 

robe door, and there on a shelf lay a German soldier's cap that he 

had forgotten to take. . 

The landlady picked it up with the tips of her fingers, held it out 

at arm's length, made a face, and dropped it on a chair. 

Whereupon the little maid reached up with her pretty foot and 
gave it a huge kick that sent it sailing across the room. 

In Paris we had slept in beds and walked on carpeted floors for 
the first time in three months. 

It was a beautiful experience, and yet for some perverse reason 
a greater inner feeling of calm and relief came over us when we once 
again set up our cots in a tent, with apple trees for our draperies and 
only the green grass for a rug. - 

Hank Gorrell of the United Press was with me, and he said: 
"This is ironic, that we should have to go back with the armies 
to get some peace." . . 

The gaiety and charm and big-cityness of Paris somehow had 
got a little on our nerves after so much of the opposite. I guess 
it indicates that all of us will have to make our return to normal 

life gradually and in small doses. 

* * * 

Paris unquestionably is a lovely city. It seems to me to have been 
but little hurt by the war. You can still buy almost anything imagin- 
able if you have money. Everybody is well-dressed. But prices are ter- 
rific, and already they have started zooming higher. 

Those of us who expect to be coming home before long have made 
shopping tours and stocked up with gifts. And with the exception 
of perfume, which is dirt cheap, we pay about three times what we 
would at home for the same thing. 

I'm sorry the restaurants couldn't open before we left. For al- 
though I'm not much of a gourmet I do value the sense of taste, and 
we've eaten enough meals in private homes and small-town restaur- 
ants over here to realize that it's all true about the French culinary 
genius. 

They simply have a knack for making any old thing taste won- 
derful, just as the British have a knack for making everything taste 

horrible. 

» » • 

We thought there were a lot of. people on the streets those 
first two days. But you should have seen Paris a few days later, 
when the whole populace began to come out. By mid-afternoon 
it is almost impossible to drive in the streets because of the bi- 
cycles. They take up the entire street, as far as you can see. The 
sidewalks are packed. It's like Christmas shopping time at home. 
Within three days Paris was transformed from a city crackling 
and roaring with brief warfare into a city entirely at peace. Within 
three days Paris was open for business as usual, and its attitude to- 
ward the war reminded me of Cairo after its threat of danger had 

gone. 

* ♦ • 

As usual, those Americans most deserving of seeing Paris will be 
the last ones to see it, if they ever do. By that I mean the fighting 
soldiers. Only one infantry regiment and one reconnaissance outfit 
of Americans actually came into Paris, and they passed on through 
the city quickly and went on with their war. 

The first ones in the city to stay were such non-fighters as the 
psychological-warfare and civil-affairs people, ..public.-i-elatio.ns men 
and correspondents.

New Uses For Stainless Steel 

Increasing use of the light 
metals, magnesium and aluminum, 
in airplane construction and other 
war industries is paralleled by a 
remarkable growth in the appli- 
cation of stainless steel to many 
new types of industrial and do- 
mestic equipment. This fact is 
peculiarly important in the indus- 
tries of this Commonwealth, since 
Pennsylvania is the home of many 
important producers of the steel 
alloys and of the largest stainless 
steel company in America. 

A rust resisting metal which 
would combine great hardness and 
toughness with a permanently 
bright surface was a goal long 
sought by the chemists of the 19th 
Century.

REMINDERS 

Meats, Fats— Red Stamps A8 through Z8 and A5 through G5, 
good indefinitely. 

Processed Poods — Blue Stamps A8 through Z8 and A5 through 
L5, good indefinitely. Blue tokens, good only through September 
30. Pool tokens with your neighbors to make multiples of 10. 

Sugar — Sugar Stamps 30, 31, 32 and 33, earjh good for five pounds 
indefinitely. Sugar Stamp 40, good for five pounds of canning sugar 
through February, next year. 

Gasoline — In 17 East Coast States, A-ll coupons, good through 
November 8. In States outside the East Coast Area, A-13 coupons 
In new "A" book, good through December 21. 

Fuel Oil— Period 4 and 5 coupons, and new period 1 coupons, 
good throughout coming heating year. 

Shoes — Airplane Stamps 1 and 2, good indefinitely. 

Plentiful Food — Onions. 

BUTTER SUPPLY DOWN, DEMAND UP 

Americans will not have as much butter as they want this year, 
primarily for two reasons — the supply is down and the demand is 
great, the War Food Administration says. Average per capita supply 
' before the war was 16.7 pounds and this year, it is about 11.9 pounds. 
More people are eager to buy butter today than ever before, and in 
the face of increased demand, production has declined while five 
per cent of the American supply is going to Russia, mostly for use 
Hi hospitals. While milk production is higher than before the war, 
a greater proportion of milk is going into fluid milk, cheese, evaporat- 
ed milk and milk powder. No manufacturer will be required to set 
aside any butter for Government purchase in October or any suc- 
ceeding month until Spring, when production will rise seasonally. 

STARES AND QUESTIONS WORRY VETS 

While modern surgery and medical care are skillfully restoring 
soldiers' bodies and morale is being strengthened by reconditioning 
programs in Medical Department Hospital, "all this effort is being 
seriously interfered with when disabled soldiers are singled out by 
stares and prying questions of the public," warns Major General 
Norman T. Kirk, surgeon general of the Army. 

OIL STOCKPILE IS GETTING LOWER 

The Nation's stockpile of crude oil in storage tanks has been 
depleted at the average rate of 2,500,000 barrels a month this year, 
and now is only slightly above the minimum required to keep re- 
fineries in uninterrupted operation, the Petroleum Administration for 
War reports. Although gasoline stocks are at pre-war levels, only 
about half is for civilian use, compared to 90 per cent available for 
civilian use in 1941. 

CHINESE FARMER OUTWITS 22 JAPS 

Before Hengyang, China, fell into Japanese hands, 22 Japanese 
soldiers got lost, and, as the story is told in the official Chinese 
magazine, China at War, the Japs "shanghaied" a Chinese farmer 
and ordered him to guide them in the direction of Changsha, a city 
that had already fallen into Japanese hands. The Chinese farmer, 
knowing his countryside, deliberately led the Japs on a winding 
course that finally landed all 22 of them into the hands of Chinese 
troops — as prisoners of war. 

' NEW STORM WARNING SERVICE 

The newly organized Severe Storm Warning Service, now oper- 
ating in the plains states and the Southwest where twisters are most 
prevalent, is expected to spread to other parts of the country next 
; year and to become a permanent service. The warning service — a 
' joint operation of the Army Air Forces Weather Service, the Gov- 
eminent Weather Bureau and the Office of Civilian Defense — has 
networks for reporting tornadoes, heavy thunderstorms, hail, strong 
winds and cloudbursts. If warnings come soon enough, emergency 
measures will avoid much damage. The OCD is now recruiting 
spotters to man observation posts in the area served by the warning 
service. 

PRESSURE CANNERS NOW "FREED" 

Distribution of pressure canners was released from all controls 
by the War Food Administration September 21. Production of can- 
ners for the first nine months of 1944 is estimated at 400,000, com- 
pared to 65,000 in 1942. WFA expects manufacturers to continue 
production on into 1945, thus having canners on the market for 
Spring and Summer vegetables. 

BE CAREFUL — AND PATRIOTIC! 

Because home accidents that killed 6,000 workers last year seri- 
ously impeded the war effort, the Federal Security Agency endorses 
these safety suggestions: Walk — don't run, especially on stairways; 
don't carry heavy loads on stairways; don't let children play on un- 
protected stairways; don't let floors become slippery or cluttered; 
never leave soap in bathtub and use non-skid mat to prevent slip- 
ping; keep utensil handles turned away from edge of stove; never 
touch an electric fixture and a grounded metal object at the same 
time; disconnect electrical appliances when not in use; don't smoke 
in bed; keep pillows out of babies' beds; keep pins, needles and sharp 
tools away from children; keep garage doors open when starting car;' 
and use short ladders instead of stools, chairs or boxes in reaching 
for high places. 

A BIT OF HOME IN FOXHOLE OR PX 

American fighting men in this war "are getting every food nutri- 
tionists say is necessary to keep them in top physical strength," de- 
clared Lee Marshall, Director of Distribution, War Food Administra- 
tion. "In addition to this," he said, "they get a share of the ice • 
cream, the turkey, the soft drinks, the candy bars— in fact, the big- i 
gest amount of home we can crowd into a barracks, a foxhole or 
a PX." To make this possible, American agricultural production has 
been increased roughly 40 per cent over pre-war levels, he pointed out. 

PLAN LIVING WAR MEMORIAL 

A living war memorial — a community in which invalid and dis- 
abled soldiers may live with their families — has been proposed for 
Scotland by an ex-servicemen's organization and will be built as soon 
as the endowment is complete and a building site is found, the 
British Information Services report. Blocks of homes will be grouped 
around a cloister in which will be a clinic staffed and equipped to 
give hospital treatment and medical aid. Covered corridors will lead 
to each grohp of apartments so that patients can be taken for treat- 
ment In any weather; The community will be complete in itself but 
will be built probably, near Edinburgh— near shops, schools, churches, 
places of entertainment and centers of employment. Each tenant 
will pay whatver rent he can afford from his disability pension. 

'SAVES TRAINLOAD OF PRISONERS 

When the Nazis recently tried to ship back to Germany a train- 
load of persons of various nationalities who had been imprisoned in 
Belgium for underground activities, they were thwarted by the de- 
laying tactics of the Belgian railroad engineer, who acted upon in- 
structi6ns from the Belgian underground. With prisoners packed 
in cattle cars so thickly it was impossible for anyone to sit down, 
the train started. Using various ruses, the engineer managed to go 
.only 15 miles in 24 hours, despite threats of Gestapo men with 
machine guns who stood at his side. Finally the train stopped and 
-the German authorities decided it was better to let everyone go 
free rather than trouble with them any further. 

"LIKE CHASED ANIMALS" 

With the beginning of the Nazi collapse in France, the Germans, 
busy trying to save their own- necks, turned their Dutch laborers 
loose, according to a correspondent for Aneta, official Netherlands 
news agency. He said that these men "like chased animals, afraid 

■ that the hunt is not over . . . introduced themselves often under 
assumed names, and as they recount their experiences under the 

"Nazis, they look around, shifty-eyed, as if to make sure that no 
Gestapo agent is listening." All are hungry for news of their rela- 
tives. "They are eager for someone, anyone, to point out a destina- 
tion in life for them after their years of being tossed about Europe." 

ROUND-UP 

OPA says: Apricots at retail will sell for approximately five cents 
a pound less than they did last season. . . The retail price of smoked, 
mild-cured salmon will be increased four or five cents a pound. . . 
Non-leather shoes with rubber soles have now been freed from ra- 
tioning. . . Because of a short crop and big demand by the armed 
forces, cranberries will soon be brought under price control for the 
first time, and highest retail ceilings are expected to be approximate- 
ly 40 cents a pound, high enough to compensate growers for their 
short crop. . . So few bicycles are on hand, they have been removed 
from rationing. 

. The Department of Agriculture says: Twenty-eight Liberty ships 
have been named by S^ate 4-H Club groups. . . Tractors and horses 
now divided the pulling Job of American farms just about "50-50." 

To alleviate losses to apple growers caused by the recent hurri- 
cane, the War Food Administration will buy 500 cars of apples in 
North Atlantic seaboard states to be used in institutions and for 
school lunch programs. . . WFA Is offering to sell feed millers and 
grain merchants 1,498 bags of pea flour for livestock and poultry feed.

Home Notes 

A sure way of spoiling the fine 
finish on a wood floor is to scrub 
It with water. Whether the floor is 
finished with a floor seal, varnish 
or shellac, water should never be 
used to keep it clean, say wood 
experts of the TJ. S. Department 
of Agriculture, who recommend 
sweeping or dry mopping. 

A soft cotton floor mop kept 
barely damped with a mixture of 
three parts of kerosene and one 
part of white mineral oil is ex- 
cellent for dry mopping. The very 
slight oiliness holds dirt but does 
not affect wax or other finish on 
the wood. When the mop becomes 
dirty, wash in hot soapy water, 
rinse and dry; then dampen 
again with the oil mixture. 

Patches of dirt that will not 
come off by dry mopping may be 
cleaned by rubbing the floor light- 
ly with fine steel wool moistened 
with turpentine. When the finish 
is a floor seal, any stubborn soiled 
spots may be sanded by hand, 
patched with seal, and buffed with 
a pad of steel wool. 

When water is spilled on the 
floor, wipe it up immediately. On 
varnish or shellac water leaves 
white stains: on floor seal gray 



spots. The only exception to the 
rule against water is in the dining 
room or elsewhere when some 
sticky or sugary substance spots 
the floor. Then wipe It off with a 
damp cloth and dry with a dry 
cloth.
